My  fellow  Alumni: 

One  phase  of  the  college  program  which  you  will  naturally  ex- 
pect to  see  featured  in  this  issue  of  the  bulletin  is  the  commence- 
ment exercises  scheduled  for  May  29  -  June  2.  Commencement 
is  fraught  with  significance  and  sentiment,  not  only  for  the  mem- 
bers of  the  graduating  class,  but  also  for  the  alumni  of  the  college. 

Commencement  would  be  sorely  impoverished  without  the  re- 
turn of  former  students  for  the  occasion.  Their  presence  joins  past  with  present  on 
the  campus.  It  re -emphasizes  the  heritage  and  recalls  the  traditions  from  the  years 
gone  by.  It  reminds  us  that  to  Lenoir  Rhyne  belongs  every  student  generation  of  her 
sixty-one  years  of  service. 

We  at  the  college  consider  the  return  of  our  students  of  other  years  a  major  part  of 
the  commencement  of  this  year.  We  covet  the  privilege  of  greeting  large  numbers  of  you. 

Commencement  does  not  mean  cessation  of  activity  on  the  campus  for  the  summer 
months.  Our  summers  have  become  almost  as  busy  as  the  regular  session.  There  will 
be  two  terms  of  summer  school:  the  first,  June  9  to  July  16;  and  the  second,  July  17 
to  August  22.  Summer  graduation  exercises  will  be  conducted  on  August  22.  Several 
special  groups  also  will  meet  at  the  college  during  the  summer.  A  school  for  home 
missionaries  will  be  conducted  July  21-25  by  the  Board  of  American  Missions  of  the 
United  Lutheran  Church.  A  Lay  Retreat  sponsored  by  the  Lutheran  Brotherhood  of 
North  Carolina  is  scheduled  for  August  8-10.  This  will  be  followed  by  a  school  for 
church  workers,  August  10-16.  The  largest  attendance  of  the  summer,  using  the  total 
dormitory  capacity,  will  come  for  the  convention  of  the  Women's  Missionary  Society 
of  the  North  Carolina  Synod,  August  23-25.  In  the  midst  of  these  activities  the  staff  of 
the  college  is  also  busily  engaged  completing  preparations  and  arrangements  for  the 
opening  of  the  regular  session  in  September. 

Our  physical  plant  is  in  constant  use,  serving  some  good  cause,  for  twelve  months  in 
the  year,  with  the  exception  of  approximately  three  weeks.  It  is  a  source  of  satisfaction 
that  our  investment  at  the  college  can  be  of  such  large  and  constant  service  to  our 
constituency. 

We  expect  to  see  many  of  our  present  and  former  students  among  those  who  are  on 
the  campus  for  the  summer  events.

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To  Confer  Three  Honorary  Degrees 


The  first  woman  to  receive  an  honorary 
degree  from  Lenoir  Rhyne  college  will  be 
awarded  the  Doctor  of  Higher  Letters  dur- 
ing the  sixty -first  commencement  this 
June. 

Recipient  will  be  a  Lenoir  Rhyne  grad- 
uate and  Lutheran  missionary  to  China, 
Miss  Mary  Clara  Sullivan,  according  to 
Dr.  Voigt  R.  Cromer,  president  of  the  col- 
lege. 

Other  honorary  degrees  will  go  to  a 
Lutheran  minister,  Rev.  Clarence  Ross 
Ritchie  of  Konnarock,  Va.,  and  the  presi- 
dent of  the  college  board  of  trustees, 
Harry  Edgar  Isenhour  of  Salisbury. 

Rev.  Mr.  Ritchie  will  receive  the  Doctor 
of  Divinity  degree,  and  Isenhour  will  be 
conferred  the  Doctor  of  Laws. 

The  awards  will  be  made  during  gradu- 
ation exercises  to  be  held  Monday  morn- 
ing, June  2. 

Other  events  in  the  commencement  pro- 
gram are  the  baccalaureate  service  Sun- 
day morning,  June  1,  Alumni  Day  and 
class  day  exercises  Saturday,  May  31, 
Senior  recital  May  30  and  the  Junior-Sen- 
ior oratorical  contest  May  29. 

Miss  Sullivan,  graduate  of  '22,  was  com- 
missioned as  a  missionary  in  1929  and  the 
same  year  assumed  duties  in  China.  She 
has  returned  home  to  Spartanburg,  S.  C, 


only  twice  since  that  year:  in  1935  for  her 
first  furlough  and  in  1944-45  during  the 
war.  She  arrived  in  the  U.  S.  again  in 
April  of  this  year,  the  last  missionary  to 
leave  the  Chinese  field  since  the  country 
cssumed  Communist  rule. 

Rev.  Mr.  Ritchie,  former  pastor  at  First 
Lutheran  church  in  Lexington,  is  superin- 
tendent of  the  Southern  Mountain  work 
of  the  board  of  American  missions  of  the 
United  Lutheran  Church  in  America  at 
Konnarock.  His  ministry  has  also  includ- 
ed a  pastorate  at  Trinity  Lutheran  church, 
Rocky  Mount,  and  four  years  as  a  major 
chaplain  of  the  U.  S.  Army  during  World 
War  II. 

Mr.  Isenhour,  who  has  served  on  the 
Lenoir  Rhyne  board  of  trustees  for  over 
twenty  years,  has  also  served  that  long  as 
secretary  of  the  mission  committee  of  the 
United  Evangelical  Lutheran  Synod  of 
North  Carolina  and  has  held  the  offices 
of  first  secretary  of  the  Brotherhood  of 
the  North  Carolina  Lutheran  synod,  presi- 
dent of  the  Brotherhood  of  the  United 
Lutheran  Church  in  America  and  presi- 
dent of  the  American  Federation  of  Lu- 
theran Brotherhoods. 

He  is  president  and  manager  of  the  Isen- 
hour-Freeman  Insurance  and  Realty  com- 
pany of  Salisbury. 


6lst  Commencement  Speakers  Named 


A  physicist  on  government  research  and 
an  editor  of  a  national  religious  publica- 
tion will  deliver  principal  addresses  for 
the  Lenoir  Rhyne  commencement  in  June, 
it  was  announced  recently  by  President 
Voigt  R.  Cromer. 

The  featured  guests  will  be  Dr.  Karl  Z. 
Morgan  of  Oak  Ridge,  Tenn.,  commence- 
ment soeaker,  and  Dr.  G.  Elson  Ruff  of 
Philadelphia,    baccalaureate    preacher. 

Dr.  Morgan  is  Lenoir  Rhyne  professor  of 
physics,  now  on  leave  of  absence  for  gov- 
ernment research  at  Oak  Ridge.  Dr.  Ruff 
is  editor  of  The  Lutheran,  official  weekly 
publication  of  the  United  Lutheran  Church 
in  America. 

The  sixty-first  commencement  will  be- 


gin Thursday,  May  29,  with  the  Junior- 
Senior  oratorical  contest,  and  continue 
Friday  with  the  Senior  recital  and  Satur- 
day with  Alumni  Day  activities,  class  day 
exercises  and  the  commencement  play, 
"Hay  Fever". 

The  baccalaureate  service  will  be  held 
Sunday  morning,  June  1,  and  closing  ex- 
ercises (when  Dr.  Morgan  speaks)  will  be 
held   Monday  morning. 

Dr.  Morgan,  who  came  to  the  Lenoir 
Rhyne  faculty  in  1934,  has  been  on  leave 
of  absence  since  1943.  He  received  his 
education  at  Lenoir  Rhyne  (1925-27), 
University  of  North  Carolina  (A.B.,  1928; 
M.A.,  1930),  Duke  (Ph.D.,  1934),  Univer-

Miss  Gladys  Barger,  treasurer  of  Lenoir 
Rhyne  college,  completed  in  early  April  a 
term  of  office  in  one  of  the  highest  posi- 
tions accorded  a  member  of  the  Lenoir 
Rhyne  staff. 

Serving  as  president  of  the  Southern  As- 
sociation of  College  and  University  Busi- 
ness Officers,  Miss  Barger  presided  over 
the  association's  twenty-fifth  annual  con- 
vention held  at  Clemson  college  and  at- 
tended by  200  official  representatives  of 
educational  institutions  in  the  Southeast. 

The  Lenoir  Rhyne  representative  was 
also  called  on  during  the  April  convention 
to  include  in  her  president's  address  a 
review  of  the  history  and  accomplishments 
of  the  association  over  the  quarter-cen- 
tury. 

Among  the  organizational  activities  dur- 
ing the  year  Miss  Barger  headed  the  as- 
sociation were  the  publication  of  the 
SACUBO  Newsletter,  the  compilation  of  a 
service  record  of  members  of  the  associa- 
tion, drafting  of  a  revision  and  enlarge- 
ment of  the  constitution  and  by-laws, 
membership  promotional  work,  the  recep- 
tion of  twelve  new  institutions  into  the 
association,  and  active  participation  in  the 
National  Federation  of  College  and  Uni- 
versity Business  Officers  associations, 
which  was  organized  largely  through  the 
initiative   of  the   southern  association. 

Succeeding  Miss  Barger  as  president, 
following  the  convention,  was  Frank  D. 
Peterson  of  the  University  of  Kentucky. 
Other  officers  for  the  year  are  J.  H.  Dew- 
berry of  the  Georgia  State  College  for 
Women,  first  vice-president;  C.  O.  Em- 
merich of  Emory  university,  second  vice- 
president;  George  F.  Baughman  of  Uni- 
versity of  Florida,  third  vice-president; 
and  Gerald  D.  Henderson  of  Vanderbilt 
university,  secretary -treasurer. 

The  comedy,  produced  extensively  in 
England  and  the  U.  S.,  features  four  un- 
usual members  of  the  ultra-Bohemian 
Bliss  family.

Observed  By  Churches 


Lenoir  Rhyne  college  was  scattered  over 
a  150-mile  radius  from  Hickory  on  Sun- 
day, April  20. 

That  was  the  date  set  by  the  United 
Evangelical  Lutheran  Synod  of  North 
Carolina  for  special  presentations  on  the 
college  in  its  170  congregations. 

In  cooperation  with  the  synod,  Lenoir 
Rhyne  took  the  message  directly  to  more 
than  sixty  congregations  through  the 
speaking  and  musical  talents  of  110  stu- 
dents and  faculty  and  staff  members. 

Teams  of  college  representatives  poured 
from  Hickory  to  points  reaching  as  far  as 
Brevard  and  Burlington  to  deliver,  through 
speech  and  song,  the  place  of  Lenoir  Rhyne 
and  Christian  higher  education  in  the  life 
of  the  Lutheran  church. 

The  occasion  was  Lenoir  Rhyne  College 
Day  throughout  the  synod,  and  represen- 
tatives delivered  sermons,  informal  talks, 
sang  special  music  and  (in  some  cases) 
conducted  the  services  and  provided  com- 
plete musical  accompaniment  for  the  wide 
observance. 

The  college's  hometown  of  Hickory 
claimed  the  largest  number  of  churches 
where  representatives  visited:  eight.  Salis- 
bury (where  four  churches  entertained 
representatives)   came  second. 

Also  visited  were  three  churches  in 
Taylorsville,  and  two  in  Boone,  Charlotte, 
Kings  Mountain,  Lincolnton,  Mt.  Pleasant, 
Newton  and  Statesville. 

Other  churches  where  special  presenta- 
tions were  made  were  located  at  Ala- 
mance, Albemarle,  Asheville,  Burlington, 
Brevard,  Cherry  ville,  China  Grove,  Clare - 
mont,  Concord,  Dallas,  Faith,  Gibsonville, 
Granite  Falls,  Granite  Quarry,  High  Point, 
Hildebran,  Kannapolis,  Lenoir,  Lexington, 
Mooresville,  Morganton,  North  Wilkesboro, 
Rockwell,  Shelby,  Spencer  and  Winston- 
Salem. 

Majority  of  the  presentations  were  made 
during  the  regular  morning  worship  ser- 
vices, although  several  were  scheduled 
during  the  Sunday  school  hour,  in  the 
evening  or  on  later  dates.

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Playmakers  Take  First  Honors  At  UNO 

Graduation  Claims  Key  Debaters 


After  twice  settling  for  second  place,  Le- 
noir Rhyne  college  Playmakers  coupled 
their  best  talent  with  their  best  one -act 
play  to  bring  home  top  honors  in  the  an- 
nual Carolina  Dramatic  association  festi- 
val at  Chapel  Hill  late  in  April. 

Results  of  the  six -day  competition  as 
announced  by  UNC  Chancellor  Robert  B. 
House  listed  Lenoir  Rhyne  with  first-place 
honors  in  play  production  of  the  festival, 
a  rating  local  actors  narrowly  missed  for 
two  successive  years. 

The  play  which  gave  them  the  top  hon- 
ors was  "The  Boor",  the  same  which  won 
them  a  gold  cup  in  the  regional  Alpha  Psi 
Omega  contest  last  Spring  at  Furman  uni- 
versity. 

Filling  the  cast  roles  were  James  Kiser 
of  Newton,  Miss  Lois-Anne  DeOrsey  of 
Providence,  R.  I.,  Willard  Taylor  of  Hick- 
ory, Jack  Oglesbee  of  Thunderbolt,  Ga., 
Robert  Wise  of  Hickory,  Wayne  Allran  of 
Cherryville  and  Allen  Setzer  of  Lenoir. 

Director  of  the  production  was  the  Le- 
noir Rhyne  dramatics  coach,  Mrs.  Pearl 
Setzer  Deal. 

Other  schools  winning  first -place  honors 
in  play  production  of  the  festival  were 
Goldsboro  high  school,  Central  high  school 
of  Charlotte,  Mars  Hill  Junior  college, 
Gray  high  school  of  Winston- Salem, 
Greensboro  high  school,  the  high  school 
department  of  the  Plonk  School  of  Cre- 
ative Arts  near  Asheville  and  Catawba 
college. 

First-place  honors  in  the  festival  had 
almost  become  a  slippery  jinx  for  the  local 
students. 

The  group  made  its  bid  in  1950  with 
"The  Case  of  the  Crushed  Petunias"  but 
received  sceond  place  and  were  forced  to 
settle  for  the  same  rating  last  year  when 
they  staged  "St.  Cypian  and  the  Devil". 


Paul  Maus  Elected 


Head  cheerleader  for  Lenoir  Rhyne  stu- 
dents here  next  year  will  be  Paul  Maus, 
Jr.,   of  Rocky   Mount. 

He  was  elected  during  a  regular  meeting 
of  the  college  students  in  competition  with 
two  other  students,  Blease  Scott  of  Lex- 
ington and  Donald  Woolly  of  Albemarle. 

Maus,  who  will  succeed  Warren  Danley 
of  Havertown,  Pa.,  is  a  member  of  the 
International  Relations  club,  the  Eta  Delta 
Zeta  social  fraternity,  staff  of  the  year- 
book and  member  of  the  Man's  Hall  com- 
mission. He  is  also  completing  his  first 
year  as  a  Lenoir  Rhyne  cheerleader. 

Remaining  cheerleaders  will  be  elected 
by  students  in  September. 


When  Harold  Skinner  of  Rocky  Mount 
and  Brady  Faggart  of  Concord  left  the 
Columbus,  Miss.,  forensic  tournament 
early  in  April,  they  closed  a  three -year 
era  of  Lenoir  Rhyne  college  intercollegiate 
debating. 

Skinner  and  Faggart,  winning  four  out 
of  seven  debates  in  the  provincial  Pi  Kap- 
pa Delta  tournament  then,  closed  their 
college  debating  careers. 

But  they  also  put  the  finishing  touches 
on  a  debating  era  which  saw  Lenoir  Rhyne 
enter  ten  forensic  meets  and  win  first 
honors  in  two — the  PKD  provincial  of  1950 
at  Athens,  Ga.,  and  the  South  Atlantic  of 
1951  at  Hickory. 

Their  graduation  in  June  will  take  a 
host  of  Lenoir  Rhyne's  debaters,  leaving 
only  two  to  form  a  nucleus  for  next  year. 

Appropriately  enough,  the  two  men  were 
among  the  three  top  debaters  of  the  three - 
year  period.  Skinner,  with  26  wins  out 
of  46  debates,  was  second  in  batting  per- 
centage among  the  nineteen  debaters  who 
represented  Lenoir  Rhyne  during  the  era. 
Faggart,  who  won  14  out  of  26,  came  in 
third. 

First-place  honors  go  to  Letchford  Laye 
of  Rhodhiss,  who  graduated  in  1951  with  a 
personal  record  of  22  wins  out  of  32 
clashes. 

Laye,  Skinner  and  Faggart  (with  six, 
nine  and  six  tournaments,  respectively) 
were  the  only  debaters  who  entered  more 
than  five  tournaments  and  ended  up  with 
personal  records  of  more  wins  than  los- 
ses. Jeff  Norris  of  Burlington  entered 
seven  tournaments  and  Jim  Hunt  of  Hick- 
ory participated  in  five,  but  both  came  out 
on  the  losing  side. 

Other  debaters  participating  during  the 
past  three  years  (with  number  of  tourna- 
ments) were:  Miss  Ruth  Wingard  of  Wax- 
haw,  4;  Robert  Walker  of  Raleigh,  Miss 
Jackie  Meekins  of  High  Point  and  H.  G. 
Fisher,  Jr.,  of  Spindale,  3;  Mrs.  Shirley 
Cunningham  of  Hickory,  Miss  Catherine 
Bowden  of  Hickory,  John  K.  Miller  of 
Maiden,  Miss  Frances  Thompson  of  Hick- 
ory and  Miss  Betty  Jean  Morehead  of 
Shelby,  2;  and  Mrs.  Polly  Willis  of  Hick- 
ory, Howard  T.  Clark  of  North  Wilkes - 
boro,  Mrs.  Clark,  Grover  Walsh  of  Val- 
dese  and  William  E.  Wallace  of  Hickory, 
one  each. 

Fisher  and  Miss  Morehead,  both  sopho- 
mores, will  be  the  only  ones  out  of  the 
nineteen  attending  Lenoir  Rhyne  next 
year.  Twelve  of  the  nineteen  were  still 
in  school  during  the  past  year. 

Dr.  Albert  Keiser,  professor  of  English 
and  public  speaking,  will  begin  his  thirty - 
first  season  of  intercollegiate  debate  coach- 
ing with  the  advent  of  the  season  next  fall.

A  group  of  little-known  Bear  athletes 
took  Lenoir  Rhyne  and  the  North  State 
conference  by  surprise  May  10  by  winning 
the  conference  track  championship  in  High 
Point.  The  locals  bettered  the  hosts  by 
scoring  50  points  while  High  Point  claimed 
45.  Third  place  went  to  Elon  and  Guilford 
came  in  fourth.  A  Lenoir  Rhyne  freshman 
from  Bradenton,  Fla.,  J.  Walter  Moretz, 
broke  the  conference  high  hurdle  record 
of  16.7  seconds  by  breaking  the  ribbon  in 
16.5   seconds. 

And  for  you  never-say-die  fans  who're 
still  talking  about  Lenoir  Rhyne's  greatest 
of  all  football  outfits — the  1951  squad — 
don't  forget  that  the  gridders  of  Head 
Bear-Mentor  will  be  getting  set  for  an- 
other season  come  September  first.  They 
went  through  winter  drills  and  light  spring 
sunshine  drills,  but  they'll  be  turning  on 
the  steam  when  they  return  to  Hickory  in 
September. 


Flashing  much  of  the  same  brilliance 
which  carried  Lenoir  Rhyne  football  and 
basketball  teams  to  North  State  Confer- 
ence titles,  the  Bear  "Nifty  Nine"  has 
served  notice  that  it,  too,  is  going  all  out 
to  bring  that  elusive  baseball  crown  home 
to  the  local  Lutheran  campus.  A  diamond 
championship  would  be  a  clean  sweep  of 
the  major  sports  titles  in  the  North  State 
for  Bruin  teams  this  school  year. 

COACH  TROY 

Coach  Troy  Washam's  strong  aggrega- 
tion, second  place  finishers  of  a  year  ago, 
appears  to  just  about  have  the  Western 
Division  of  the  conference  in  its  grasp  at 
this  writing.  His  club  has  already  whip- 
ped all  three  foes  in  their  first  meetings 
of  a  twelve  game  loop  slate. 

Indications  of  better  things  to  come  came 
way  back  midways  of  March  when  the 
Bear  diamondneers  came  from  behind  to 
defeat  a  good  Springfield,  Mass.,  team, 
then  rolled  on  to  win  several  exhibitions 
from  nearby  clubs.  But  what  made  this 
outfit  stand  out  was  the  fact  that  it  clob- 
bered a  powerful  Ohio  University  nine 
which  went  on  to  win  the  rest  of  its 
Southern  contests,  including  a  triumph 
over  the  highly  touted  Duke  Blue  Devils. 

All  this,  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  the 
Class  B  Tri- State  League  Gastonia  Rockets 
tripped  up  the  locals,  was  proof  enough 
that  the  LR  baseballers  were  going  to  be 
hard  to  handle.  That  lop-sided  10-2  loss 
to  Erskine  will  mar  the  record  but  hor- 
rible weather  circumstances  which  cut  the 
game  to  5Vk  innings  can  be  blamed  for 
that  setback. 

This  1952  Bruin  nine  is  an  ideal  ball 
club.  It  has  the  pitching,  fielding,  and 
hitting  so  necessary  to  a  successful  team. 
And  furthermore,  this  team  has  "get-up- 
and-go" — a  running  club  that'll  take  ad- 
vantage of  every  enemy  mistake. 

And  just  as  every  good  athletic  team 
needs  a  real  leader,  so  do  the  Bruins  have 
just  that!  He's  Captain  Paul  "Cooter" 
Jones,  a  three  times  All- State  infielder, 
who  has  been  moved  from  shortstop  to 
second  base  where  his  play  is  something 
terrific.     Major  league  scouts  have  wooed 
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"Cooter"  ever  since  he  was  in  high  school 
and  you  can  bet  they'll  be  at  his  door 
come  Graduation  Day. 

Jones  is  just  one  of  the  top  players  on 
the  team.  Another  Senior,  Billy  Meggin- 
son  of  Shelby,  is  the  first  baseman.  The 
rest  of  the  club  is  composed  of  under- 
graduates with  the  exception  of  pitcher 
Charlie  Harrill. 

Rounding  out  the  infield  are  freshmen 
Richard  "Spec"  Simpson  at  short  and  Van 
Tarlton  on  third.  Simpson  has  been  sen- 
sational with  his  lusty  clouting,  while 
Tarlton  is  fast  developing  into  a  top  notch 
hot-corner  man. 

In  the  outfield,  All-North  State  Gene 
Robinson  heads  up  the  corps,  although 
twin  brother  Jerry  is  also  putting  in  a 
strong  bid  for  the  honor  team  in  center- 
field.  Another  freshman,  Virgil  Whitley. 
is  the  rightfielder. 

Behind  the  bat,  All -Conference  catcher 
of  1950,  Giles  "Nanner"  Setzer,  is  back  at 
his  old  stand  and  doing  a  grand  job.  Setzer 
was  All-Conference  as  a  centerfielder  last 
season  but  Coach  Washam  brought  him  in 
to  do  the  backstopping  shortly  after  this 
season  was  underway. 


But  the  possession  Washam  is  proudest 
of  is  that  pitching  staff.  Without  a  single 
returning  letterman  hurler,  things  looked 
kinda  dark  for  the  Bears.  Now  that  has 
straightened  itself  out  to  become  one  of 
the  brightest  spots  about  the  Bruins. 

Three  frosh  righthanders  are  the  back- 
bone. Heading  the  list  are  aces  Raefori 
Thomas  and  Roland  Barker.  Both  have 
been  very  impressive  in  their  early-sea- 
son appearances,  while  Raymond  "Rusty" 
Reid  is  also  looking  better. 

Barker  and  Thomas,  both  Legion  tall 
graduates  of  last  season,  have  been  tak- 
ing regular  turns  on  the  hillock  and  baf- 
fling opposing  batsmen. 

The  reserves  are  also  good.  Outfielder 
Mark  Lyerly  and  first  sacker  Paul  Loj- 
persberger  have  looked  good  along  with 
utility  infielder  Billy  Walters.  It  is  this 
combination  which  has  carried  the  Bears 
to  their  fine  success. 

At  this  writing,  rain  has  held  up  the 
schedule  somewhat  and  the  Bruins  still 
have  a  long  road  to  the  title,  but  you  can 
bet  your  life  that  when  that  final  out  is 
made  Lenoir  Rhyne's  "Nifty  Nine"  will 
be  in  the  thick  of  the  battle!

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Campus  Improvements 

Visitors  to  Lenoir  Rhyne  college  during 
the  June  commencement  are  slated  to  see 
the  campus  with  part  of  its  new  facelift- 
ing completed,  according  to  R.  A.  Sigmon, 
superintendent  of  buildings   and   grounds. 

Major  projects  in  the  current  campus 
improvement  program  are  the  reconstruc- 
tion of  the  two  driveways  meeting  at  Cline 
gymnasium.  It  is  hoped  that  both  may 
be  completed  when  commencement  be- 
gins May  29,  he  explained. 

Planting  grass  over  the  remaining  large 
areas  of  the  campus  is  also  included  in 
the  project,  he  added,  but  will  not  be 
completed  until  fall. 

The  improvement  program  is  designed 
particularly  to  meet  the  need  for  more 
adequate  parking  facilities,  but  is  also  ex- 
pected to  add  to  the  general  campus  neat- 
ness   and    beauty. 

Under  the  reconstructed  layout,  the  ma- 
jority of  student  cars  can  be  parked  in 
angle  on  the  wide  fifty-foot  drive  in  front 
of  the  dining  hall  completed  early  in 
March. 

Space  for  the  remaining  cars  is  antici- 
pated on  the  reconstructed  drive  in  front 
of  the  men's  dormitories.  The  road,  sche- 
duled for  work  in  May,  will  be  25  feet 
wide  in  front  of  the  dormitories  and  40 
feet  wide  at  the  old  college  church  (re- 
named assembly   building). 

Areas  to  be  grassed  during  the  fall  are 
located  in  front  of  Cline  gymnasium,  be- 
hind Mauney  and  Schaeffer  women's  halls 
and  behind  Fritz  hall  and  the  assembly 
building  along  Eighth  avenue. 

Area  behind  the  women's  halls  will  also 
include  a  rose  garden  and  one  small  drive 
into  both  dormitories  for  commercial  and 
loading  purposes,   he   indicated.
